The war diplomacy of the (er- 
mans fas stopped at nothing, no 
matter how base to achieve the 
war aim of the Hohenzolerns. It 
was this brand of diplomacy tha* 
finally forced the United States 
to break with Germany. It was 
this diplomacy that deluded the 
Russian people and brought ab- 
out the false peace of Brest-Lit- 
ovsk. It was this diplomacy that 
showed its teeth to Roumania 
when.that country was down and 
out and which dictated peace 
terms most humiliating. Oh, yts; 
the world is well aware of the qua- 
lity of German diplomacy and is 
the more convinced because of it 
that it has made no mistake as 
to what Germany hoped to achieve 
as a result of the war. 

And it is because of this know 
ledge the world will look with 
suspicion upon the claim of Baron 
Burian that the only thing the 
Central powers are now fighting 
for is the security necessary for 
their future peaceful existence. 
That is but an echo of similar sta- 
tements made before Russia ceas- 
ed to be a factor in the war, and 
we knew very well what source 
of peaceful security the Germans 
are aiming at with respect to Russ- 
ia—nothing short of the Germani- 
zation of all the most productive 
provinces.

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GEN GOURARD HERO 
WHO BARRED THE WAY 
OF THE CROWN PRINCE 


With the French forces in Frah- 
ee, July 17.—General Gouraud, the 
hero of the Dandanelles, was the 
French commander who barred the 
advance of the German Crown 
Prince in the Champagne. It was 
he, who, to the east of Reims, in 
one day brough the host of Ger- 
mans to a standstill. This was 
done with only comparatively in- 
significant losses among his own 
men. 

About twenty army divisions 
have been identified in first line 
of this sector of the front alone. 
By the end of the first day of figh- 
ting, half of these divisions had 
been badly mauled. The precaut- 
ion the French had taken before 
the Teuton offensive began was 
such that the Germans were unable 
to capture a ~single prisoner 
in the Champagne during the sev- 
eral days preceding the attack. 
Germans were thus deprived of 
the possibility of obtaining infor- 
maion regarding the French plans. 

When the German artillery pre- 
paration started on the night of 
14th the flashes from thousands of 
guns were so vivid that they light- 
ed up the streets of Chalons, near- 
ly twenty miles from the front. 
The French replied with equally 
powerful fire, and everything for 
miles trembled until dawn, when 
enemy infantry came over. The 
advancing waves were of great 
density, giving the hundreds of 
French 75’s a point blank target. 

At the same time small centres 
of resistance composed of French 
advanced posts opened fire with 
machine guns, which did terrible 
execution. 

These — isolated detachments 
held up the enemy masses for sev- 
eral hours, giving ample time for 
their comrades. guarding the line 
of resistance to organize and to 
bring into play, all their means’ of 
defence. ;

strong bodies of the enemy, who

Lieut. Transhard with 25 men, 
was caught between the French 
and German barrages and remain- 
ed fighting half the day. He then 
cut his way through the enemy's 
lines at the point of the bayonet 
and received the Legion of Honor 
on the field. 

The perfect execution of Gen. 
Gouraud’s defence plans prevent- 
ed enemy from making a breach 
at any point on this sector, al- 
though during 24 hours the Germ- 
an crown Prince sent three inces- 
santly renewed waves of his best 
troops forward in determination 
to get through .to Chalons.

London, July 17—-If there was 
no other evidence, the restrained 
tone of the erman communique 
alone would show what little sue- 
cess the enemy offensive achieved. 
Indeed, no great offensive hitherto 
has been so barren of initial res- 
ults. It cannot yet be said that 
the enemy has failed but his defin- 
ie failure is more probable and the 
legend of ‘‘Irresistible’’ force of 
the first German onslaught has al- 
ready been destroyed, 

It is clear that the allies have 
profited by their experience, not- 
ably by greatly extending the area 
of the covering defence zone. The 
unity of command is proving de- 
cidedly effective. 

How well the French have the 
situation in hand is proved by the 
fact that east of Reims, they re- 
tired to their lines without losing 
a gun, while west of Reims, the 
progress of the Germans was so li- 
mited that their positions, with the 
river immediaely behind were in- 
cessantly bombed.

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Amsterdam, July 17—Tire Ans- 
tro-Hungarian government reg- 
atds the war as ‘‘senscless’’ and 


‘believes it might be ended at the 


moment when the allies again manh- 
ifest feelings of humanity. Baron 
Burian, Aurstria-Hungarian  for- 
cign Minister, made this statement 
in the concluding portion of his 
address to the Austrian and Hun- 

arian premiers Tuesday, accord- 
mg dispatches from Vienna. 

After declaring that the Allies 
would not succeed in their purpose 
of sowing discord among the nat- 
ionalities in the dual monarchy the 
foreign minister said: ‘‘It is un- 
necessary further to characterize 
this method of Selina Our races 
indignantly disavow it. The res- 
olute battle of defence must now 
be carried on to a good end until 
it brings us the security necessary 
for our future peaceful existence.”’ 

There should be no public belief 
that diplomatic action and warlike 
action are inseparable... For for- 
eign minister declared that war- 
fare and diplomacy served the 
same end in time of war, adding: 
‘‘In every step it takes, diplomatic 
activity will pay due regard to the 
war. The results of the conduet 
of the war will have a determining 
influence on the division of labor. 
On the other hand, diplomacy has 
a duty, being continually on the 
watch and paying heed to the pos- 
sibilities of effective activity. 

‘“‘Thus and not otherwise should 
the willingness of the central pow- 
ers for peace be conceived. It will 
not for the moment hamper the 
invincible defence, but after vict- 
orious battles, just as during 
pauses in a battle, it will, even 
without new peace offers, always 
be intent on recalling that we re- 
gard the war as senscless and pur- 
poseless bloodshed which might at 
any moment be ended by the re-

‘Insofar as they are not aiming 
at the acquisition of territory they 
are fighting against _a windmill, 
They are exhausting their strength 
and ours is order to build on the 
ruins of civilization a new arm of 
the world, whereas thé ideas under 
lying such an arrangement whieh 
are capable of realization. and 
which also are warmly approved 
by us, might be realized much 
more easily and much more com- 
pletely by the peaceable cooper- 
aion of all peoples. 

‘In spite of all, we look ever 
more hopefully toward the people 
now at war with us to see whether 
at last they have been delivered 
from the blindness, which after 
fearful afflictions in four years of 
war ; is driving the world ever far- 
ther -into that destruction which 
they can avert if they only will.’’ 

The foreign minister said that 
his confidence was based on the 
war alliances, particularly the old 
alliances with Germany. He said 
Austria and Hungary would seek 
means of extending the alliance so 
that it will be adequate for all the 
requirements of new times. 

‘‘TIn these endeavors,’’ he contin- 
ued.‘‘the governments know they 
are in agreement with the desires 
of the preponderating mass of 
their people. The Alliance will 
hence as hitherto, prserve its ex- 
clusively defensive character. It 
will also rest firmly on the satisfa- 
ctory solution of all questions and 
on the necessities of joint concern 
which have arisen from the war. 
It must therefore, not only cover 
political relationships of the two 
powers, but must also lead to chan- 
ges under altered conditions. 

‘*Keonomic, military and other 
relations in the future are to be 
drawn closer. The agreement 
must compromise a solution with 
due regard to desires of the pop- 
ulations, of the questions conneet- 
ed with the re-birth of Poland. 


“Henceforth “the ie wit!| 
not méan a threat or unfriednlin- 
ess toward anyone, Nothing will be 
included in it calculated to offer a 
stimulus to the formation of 
counter groups. Everything which 
in the future ean be realized of 
the sublime idea of a universal 
league of nations shall find in our 
alliance rio obstacle, but a favor- 
able nucleus and a prepared group 
which can easily and naturally un- 
ite With every general combination 
of states resting on concrete prin- 
ciples.’ 

Foreign Minister Burian said 
Austria expected after the war 

remain in closer relations ‘with 
Turkey and Bulgaria. 

After declaring ‘‘that the con- 
tiuation of the war is due exelus- 
ively to the one sided and destruc- 
tive aims of the enemy which can 
only be attained over the ruins of 
the world,’’ the foreign minister 
concluded by quoting the final 
words of the reply of Emperor 
Charles to the Pope’s peace note.

GERMANY A NATION OF 
DEGENERATES 


Those who say, ‘‘O, on the whole 
the German people are all right,”’ 
will please read the following sta- 
tistics of that nation, compiled 
long years before the war. That 
they. are a depraved nation is con- 
elsively proved. 

A perusal of the figures makes 
clear to the mind’ the utter non- 
sense to the claim of the Huns to 
be a superior race, to be super- 
men, whose duty and right is to 

read their kulture and to rule 
the world. The claim would be 
grotesque, if it were not so horrib- 
le. > 

There is another. point of view. 
Such a record of crimes of voil- 
ence and lust, makes it easy to un- 
derstand how readily the army of 
such a race would follow the na- 
tional propensity, and commit all 
the vile horrors they have b2en 
guilty of in the war. 

It is well, therefore, to bear all 
this in mind and also to remember 
that as a degenerate nation Ger- 
many had for a long time before 
the. war and during the war, rea- 
ched a depth of appalling deprav- 
ity and immorality which ° is al- 
most inconceivable, and is well 
worthy of notice by our people. 
Here are some statistics of crime in 
Germany, per million of popula- 


tion.

Mother 350 
Incest 573 
Rape 9,381 
Assault 172,153 


Wilful damage to Property 25,759 
Divorce Petitions 20,340 
Illegitimate births 178,115 
Suicide 209 

The above .figures show that in 
Germany there were 40,110 cases 
of incest and 116,670 cases of rape, 
a grand showing for a nation that 
attempts to impose ‘‘culture’’ on 
the world. 

The figures are taken from the 
German Imperial statistics of 1908. 
These statistics will open the eyes 
of many who see that, just as the 
Germans by their teaching will 
stop at no cruelty or brutality in 
warfare which will bring them 
military advantage, so no dirty 
trick in the way of this insidious 
propoganda is too dirty for them 
if it will in any way serve their 
purpose by tending to undermine 
their opponents. 

There is no doubt whatever that 
these facts and figures show that 
the degeneration in Germany is of 
a nature of which our people have 
no conception. 


IMPROVEMENT SHOWN

Winnipeg, July 16—The week- 
ly crop reports along the C.N.R. 
lines in the west indicate a slight 
improvemént on the whole over 
the conditions reported the 
previous week. In Manitoba the 
majority of crop reports are fair- 
ly cheerful while in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, conditions are some- 
what improved in Canadian North- 
ern territory, and there has been 
rain is some districts sinee these 
reports were received. Following 
is a summary of conditions indica- 
ted in this crop report: 

Manitoba—Ridgeville, Rainy 
River, Thunderville, Emerson, 
Rossburn, Ewan River, subdivis- 
ions are very good. Promise of 
a fair @rop is reported from Car- 
man and Dauphin — subdivisions. 
The Brandon subdivision promises 
an average crop. Carberry. Rap- 
id city, Neepawa expect a light 
crop, while conditions are very 
poor on Wanwanesa and Oak 
Point subdivisions. 

Saskatchewan—Good reperts 
are received from Yorkton, Prince 
Albert; Carlton and Shetlbrook 
subdivisions ; fair to average ¢rops 
are expected on Kamsack, Ilum- 
boldt, Saskatoon, Kindersley, Bat- 
tleford, Dueck Lake, Sturgeon riv-. 
er River Subdivisions, with a num- 
ber of districts threatened with 
almost total failure of wheat crop. 

Alberta—Conditions are ‘very 
promising along the Edmonton, 
Vermillion, St. Albert, Athabasca 
and Stony Plain subdivisions, a 
light crap only is expected on the 
Calgary and Hanna subdivisions, 
while an average crop seems to be 
indicated in reports: from from the 
Battle River and Alliance dist- 
ricts. 

.On the whole the crop is bound 
to be late, and the advent of heavy 
rains followed by clear, hot wea- 
ther would do much to improve 
conditions in the prairie provinces 
especially Alberta and Saskatch- 
ewan.

Details 
of the Sinkings of 3 German sub- 
marines, 2 of them by British sub- 
marines, recently became known in 
London, . A British patrol boat on 


a moonlight night sighted an en- 


emy. submarine on the surface ab- 
out half a mile distant, she was ap- 
parently re charging her storage 
batteries, 

“Pull speed ahead,’’ was the 
command of the patrol boat cap- 
tain but by the time the boat rea- 
ched the spot the submarine had 
disappeared. The British (craft 
immediately dropped depth char- 
ges. Quantities of oil came to the 
surface soon afterwards, and the 
cries for help in German’ were 
heard. The patrol boat searched 
for survivors of the submarine but 
was able to secure only one of the 
enemy. 

While on patrol duty ‘‘some- 
where’’ off the coast a British sub- 
marine sighted the periscope of 
an enemy U-Boat and started for 
it at full speed. Before the Ger- 
man could submerge the Britisher 
had rammed it. The British sub- 
marine cut through the plates of 
the enemy craft and stuck there. 
The boats endeavored to extricate 
themselves. The German came 
almost to the surface carrying the 
British craft along.

S.D.A. Conference 
Closed on Sunday 


The annual convention and biennial conference of the Seventh-day 


adventists of the province closed the 1918 meeting Sunday night. This- 


was a double session. Conference was for election of officers and lay- 
ing of plans for the conduct of the denominational business for the en- 
suing period ; while the convention was devotional in nature, and des- 

igned for the study of the Bible and the winning of men to a deeper 
consecration and spirituality of Christ~ The latter was far the more 
important part of the gathering. The chief matter considered by the 
conference was the work of missions. 
inated to that purpose. 
ary gathering. 

There was an attendance of somewhat more than the 1,000 planned 
for. Seventy were baptised at the meeting; others are to be at their 
home churches. Pastor A. J. Haysmer of Calgary was elected presi 
dent to succeed pastor H. H. Humann, who has been asked to assume 
duties in the Western Canadian Union Conference. Mr. F. lL. Hommel 
of Calgary remains as secretary and treasurer. 

Some interesting statistics were given at the convention regarding 
the continually expanding work of Seventh-Day Adventists.. Sever- 
al new languages were entered in past year; they now publish liter 
ature in 94 languages. Last year the distribution amounted to a val 
ue of $2,750,000. Available data from the North American field show 
a gain of more than 50 per cent. for 1918 thus far over 1917. They are 
sending more than 100 missionaries yearly from North America alone 
while others are sent from Europe, Australia and new Zealand. <A 
campaign was launched for this summer to double the attendance in 
their schools everywhere and to make every student a missionary of 
the Cross of Christ, as far as possible 

Their missionary activity is due to the fact that they believe the 
comimg of Christ is very, very near, “even at the door’) according to 
the signs foretold by Christ Just prior to lis departure, in Matthew 
24. Their speakers earnestly declare that, while the data of Christ’s 
advent cannot be known to mortals, grey headed men now alive will 
live to see the event. In this belief they are very earnest, apparently 
and for it they find support in the teachings of Christ. Thus believing 
they feel it their duty to carry to the whole world during the present

Pastor E, W. Farnsworth from California preached the closing ser- 
mon of the convention Sunday evening on ‘‘Sabbath Observance.’’ He 
felt himself in agreement with the words of Dr. Marr of the Canadian 
Bible Society of Calgary, who voiced the thought that the present 
world problems are caused by the failure of the ‘church to follow the 
Seriptural instruetion of Christ. The speaker was sure that ‘Without 
question Jesus kept the seventh day as the Sabbath, according to the 
Commandment. Nowhere in the New Testament is there any intima- 
tion that either Christ or his apostles kept the first day of the week, 
nor is there any command that they should rest on the day called Sun- 
day.’’ 

“If we are saved, we must have Christ’s right doing imputed to 

us,’’ he continued. ‘Nothing short of the absolute perfection from the 
cradle to the grave will meet the demands of God’s law in the Judg- 
ment. Christ’s sabbath keeping, his baptism, his commandment keep- 
ing, in short, his righteousness, is the only thing that will avail for 
the Christian. 
‘‘Every believer in Christ, every man in the world, in every nation 
under every dispensation, will have the true sabbath keeping of Christ 
written opposite his name in the books of heaven, if his faith lays hold 
of Christ as shown by the fact that he walks in all the light God’s 
Holy Spirit makes clear to him, ‘Blessed are they whose iniquities 
are forgiven and whose sing are covered. Blessed is the man to 
whom the lord will not impute sin.’ Romans 4:7, 8 ‘If vou walk in 
the light as He is in the light, we have fellowship one with another, 
and the blood of Jesus Christ his son eleanseth us from all sin, 1 
John 1:7,

““Centuries of the Christian era passed away before Sunday was 
observed as the sabbath,’’ says Sir William Domvill in his book enti- 
tled ‘‘The Examination of Six Texts.’”’ 

‘It is quite clear that however rigidly or devoutlly we will spend 
Sunday we are not keeping the sabbath. The sabbath was founded 
on a specific divine command. We can plead no such command for 
the observance of Sunday. There is not a single sentence in the New 
Testament to suggest that we incur a penalty by violating the suppo- 
sed sanctity of Sunday.’’ These words are from Dr. R. W. Dale in 
‘““The Ten Commandments,’’ published by Hodder and Stoughton. 

And Dr. Isaae Williams in ‘‘Plain Sermons on the Catechism,’’ 
Longman and Co. says: ‘‘The reason why we keep the first 
day of the week holy instead of the seventh is for the same reason 
that we observe many other things, not because the Bible, but because 
the church enjoined it.”’ 

‘Of those who follow the Bible as their guide, the Israelites and 
Seventh-Day Adventists have the exclusive weight of evidence on 
their side, while the biblical Protestant’ has not a sword in self-defen- 
ce for his substitution of Sunday for Saturday.’’ This is from the 
‘“Catholie Mirror’’, the official organ of Cardinal Gibbons,
